Numb er of Peop le. 


NEAR THE CHURCH OF JESUS 


One of the Most Curious Episodes In 
the History of the City of Mex­ 
ico, It Is Claimed. 


Near the Church of Jesus, which was 
founded by the great conq ueror, Her­ 
nando Cortes, there ex ists a narrow 
street, which was a century ago ill- 
paved. ill-lighted at night, and the re­ 
sort of middle-class people, say s Mod­ 
em Mex ico. 
It was, in fact, much 
like the greater number of streets of 
the capital of New Spain In those 
day s. It was respectable, as respecta­ 
bility went then, when a man was 
liable to be held up if he ventured 
to step outside his 
own door after 
dark. 
The Church of Jesus was then one 
of the fashionable places of worship 
of the city and its life flowed along 
peacefully enough.

The 
great armies disb anded and the pri­ 
vate in the ranks, like the officer who 
had commanded him, went b ack to 
take up the threads of his life where 
he had dropped them when the call 
to arms came. 
It was a wonderful, 
a marvelous thing, in a country conse­ 
crated to peace with b ut an inflnitesl- 
mal army, to develop so quickly the 
huge hosts which fronted one another 
b etween the James and the Potomac 
and along the 
Mississippi 
and its 
trib utaries. But it was an even more 
wonderful, an even more marvelous 
thing how these great 
hosts, once 


who had faced with unfaltering front 
every alternation 
of 
good and evil 
fortune from Manassas to Appomat­ 
tox, and the women, their wives and 
mothers, whose courage and endu­ 
rance had reached an even higher he­ 
roic level—these men and these wo­ 
men set themselves undauntedly to 
the great task b efore them. 
Struggle W as Hard. 
For twenty years the struggle was 
hard and at times doub tful. Then the 
splendid qualities 
of your manhood 
and womanhood told, as they were 


In foreign affairs w^e must make up 
our minds that whether we wish it or 
not, we are a great people and must 
play a great part in the world. 
It is 
not open to us to choose whether we 
will play that great part or not. 
We 
have to play it; all we can decide is 
whether we shaU play it well or ill. 
And I have too much confidence in 
my countrymen to doub t what thé de­ 
cision will b e. 
Mission Should Bm Peace. 
Our mission in the world should b e 
one of peace, b ut not the peace of 


W avens, the peace granted contemp­ 
tuously to those who purchase it b y 
surrendering the 
right. 
No! 
Our 
voice must b e effective for peace 
cause it is raised 
for righteousness 
first and for peace only as the hand­ 
maiden of righteousness. 
We must 
b e scrupulous in respecting the rights 
of the weak, and no less careful to 
make it evident that we do not act 
through fear of the strong. We must 
b e 
scrupulous 
in 
doing justice to 
others and 
scrupulous 
in exacting 
justice for ourselves. 
We must b e- 
I ware equally 
of 
that sinister and 
cvnical teaching which would persuade 
us to disregard ethical standards in 
international relations, and of the no 
less hu.'tfiil folly which would stop the 
whole work of civilization b y a well- 
I meant b ut silly persistency in trying 
to apply to peoples unfitted for them 
■ those theories of government and of 
national action which are only suited 
for the most advanced races. 
In particular we must rememb er 
that in undertaking to b uild the Pana­ 
ma canal we have necessarily under­ 
taken to police the seas at either end 
of it; and this means that we havr a 
peculiar interest in the preservation 
of order in the coasts and islands of 
the Carib b ean. 
I firmly b elieve that 
b y a little wise and generous aid we 
can help even the most b ackward of 
the peoples in these coasts and is­ 
lands forward along the path of or­ 
derly lib erty so that they can stand 
alone. 
If we decline 
to give them 
such help the result will b e b ad b oth 
for them and for us; and will in the 
end in all prob ab ility cause us to 
face humiliation or b loodshed. 
Broad Prob lem» Face Us. 
The prob lems that face us ab road 
are important, b ut the prob lems that 
face us at home are even more im­ 
portant. The extraordinary growth of 
industrialism during the last half cen­ 
tury b rings 
every 
civilized people 
face to face with 
the gravest social 
and economic questions. 
This is an age of comb ination among 
capitalists 
and 
comb ination among 
wage-workers. 
It is idle to try to 
prevent such comb inations 


manifests itself in the shape of greed 
and b rutal arrogance on the one side, 
as when it manifests 
itself in the 
shape of envy and lawless violence on 
the other. 
W hat Our Aim Should Be. 
Our aim must b e to deal justice to 
each man; no more and no less. This 
purpose must find its expression and 
support not merely in our collective 
action through fhe^ agencies of the 
government, b ut In our social atti­ 
tude. 
Rich man and poor oukn must alike 
feel that on the one hand they are 
protected b y law and that on the 
other hand they are responsib le to the 
law; for each is entitled to b e fairly 
dealt with b y his neighb or and b y the 
state; and if w e as citizens of this 
nation are true to ourselves and to the 
traditions of our forefathers such fair 
measure of justice shall always b e 
dealt to each man; so that as far as 
we can b ring It ab out each shall re­ 
ceive his dues, each shall b e given 
the chance to show the stuff there is 
in him, 
shall 
b e 
secured against 
wrong, and in turn prevented from 
wronging others. 
More than this no 
man is entitled to, and less than this 
no man shall have.

“Formerly operators at race tracks 
simply described the race, giv ing the 
positions of the horses at the start, 
the half, three quarters, stretch and 
the winner. After the race had been 
run and the jockeys weighed in, the 
operator simply said, ‘all right, pay 
off,* and all bets w'ere paid, there be­ 
ing no cipher words used, as at pres­ 
ent—ev erybody then was supposed to 
be ‘on the lev el*—but Fritz prov ed to 
be otherwise.

Fritz in the SL Charles hotel in New 


Orleans the night before the race and 
laid the scheme before him, telling 
him if he would 
obey instructions 
they would giv e him $20,000.

Ev ery man 
that had backed Prince Charles had 
sav ed his ticket, and when the day’s 
business 
— — the track in the 
afternoon the 
holders 
of 
Prince 
Charles tickets presented them, and 
the poolrooms were obliged to cash 
them because 
Prince 
Charles had 
really won. 
“The poolroom people appealed to 
the Western Union Telegraph com­ 
pany, but that av ailed nothing; the 
only effect was that the ‘cipher’ word 
was immediately introduced, thereby 
prev enting a repetition of this famous 
coup. 
“The Western Union officials traced 
the ‘pull off* to Fritz, and the manager 
of the Western Union told him that 
he would be discharged and ‘black­ 
listed’ unless he could clear himself 
of the charge, adding that it looked 
pretty black for him. 
“To the manager’s surprise Fritz 
told him frankly that he had purposely 
sent in the wrong horse as winner, 
and that he had receiv ed $20,000 for 
the job, and any action in the 'black­ 
list* line by the Western Union had 
no terror for him, and he turned on 
his heel and walked out.

BOY UPSETS LOTTERY. 


Theft of Two 
Cylinders 
May Have 
Far-Reaching Consequences. 


The legal adv isers of the city of 
Paris hav e been placed in an awkward 
predicament by the prank of a small 
charity school boy who, at the last 
lottery drawing was selected accord­ 
ing to custom to draw the numbers 
from the wheel of fortune, says a Lon­ 
don dispatch. These numbers are in 
metal cylinders, and the small boy in 
question was found by a schoolmaster 
to hav e abstracted two cylinders. At 
the time of the discov ery one cylin­ 
der was found to contain the number 
of a lottery bond issued in 1869 , while 
the other was empty. 
The possible consequences are be­ 
wildering. The whole of the last draw­ 
ing becomes illegal. 
As a r^ ult of 
the drawing, 14,000 bonds issued at 
$80 each, but which for some years 
hav e been 17 abov e par, were redeem­ 
ed at par. Some of the bonds also car­ 
ried prizes 
with the 
numbers, the 
highest of which was $20,000. 
Obv iously the abstraction of two 
numbers upset the whole course of I 
ev ents. The city may be sued by the * 
owner of the known number abstracted 
and also by the owners of all ocher 
bonds not redeemed before the last 
drawing. As the second number was 
destroyed and is not known, any of 
the now outstanding 
124,89 0 bonds 
jnight hav e won the $20,000 prize for 
all that can be prov ed to the contrary. 
Moreov er, the compulsory redemption * 
of 14,000 bonds at par means a loss 
to each holder, Tv ho may sue the city 
for the quotation v alue of the stock, 
because it Is impossible to prov e that 
any one of those 
numbers would 
hav e come out had the boy played 
fair. The only complete remedy would 
be the entire cancellation of the last 
drawing, the actual cost of which to , 
the city would hav e been $120,000.
